1. Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 
elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 
Group I, claim(s) 1-3, drawn to a steel wire. 
Group II, claim(s) 4-10, drawn to spring. 

2. The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: The common 
technical feature that groups I and II share is the steel composition containing 5 
particles/100 micons 2 or less of carbides whose circle-equivalent diameters are 0.1 
microns or more. This composition does not provide a contribution over the prior art as 
evident by Japanese patent 2002180198 or US Patent 5,904,787 cited by applicant in 
IDS dated October 1, 2004. Thus the two groups lack unity of invention, see MPEP 
1850. 

3. A telephone call was made to Ms. Patricia Warhust on November 8, 2006 to 
request an oral election to the above restriction requirement, but did not result in an 
election being made. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the 
requirement be traversed (37 CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected invention. 

The election of an invention or species may be made with or without traverse. To 
reserve a right to petition, the election must be made with traverse.
